Although the publishers of this set have 
made no advertising claim as to its pur- 
pose, the following statement is found in 
the first chapter of volume 1: “ .. . the 
book you hold in your hand, and the vol- 
umes which follow it, take all the world 
as their province. . . . It is not enough to 
learn facts alone though there are 
facts aplenty in this encyclopedia. It is 
not enough to look at pictures, for pictures 
alone cannot show us the world. This 
book will help you to learn the meanings 
behind the facts, and to visit the places 
behind the pictures. And in the end, as 
you turn the pages, you will begin to un- 
derstand the world itself.” 

In some volumes the subtitle reads “The 
Full-Color Encyclopedia for Young Peo- 
ple” instead of “The Full-Color Encyclo- 
pedia for the Family.”

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Pictured Knowledge consists of 14 con- 


tinuously paged text volumes. Articles 
varying in length from 1 to 32 pages are 
classified by 16 areas of interest: Our 
World and Its People, The World’s Work, 
These United States, Rhymes and Tales, 
Friends and Neighbors, Natureland, Pic- 
ture Essay, The Lively Arts, Oddities, Ca- 
reers, The World’s Great Books, Science 
and Life, Animals and Pets, Hobbies and 
Crafts, Our Heritage, and Art. Some in- 
terest areas are represented by an illus- 
trated article in almost every volume, 
others appear in few volumes. Career in- 
formation is in every volume, but Hobbies 
and Crafts, Our Heritage, and The Lively 
Arts are represented in only three to six 
volumes. Each volume has a table of con- 
tents, “What You Will See and Read in 
This Volume,” which lists articles under 
each interest area. The topical arrange- 
ment scatters throughout the set the ma- 
terial about a single topic and subjects 
related to it. For example, there are seven 
articles relating to medicine in five differ- 


ent volumes, but there are no cross refer- 
ences in the text relating one article to 
another, and they are not brought to- 
gether in the Index. This scattered topical 
arrangement makes for undue searching 
or loss of material. 

There is no apparent basis for the choice 
of material or for the length of the arti- 
cles. Some obscure topics are given many 
pages while subjects of general interest 
to any age group are treated briefly or 
not at all. Eighteen pages are given to 
pictures of The Rogers’ Groups (statuettes 
for the mantelpiece popular in the last 
century), and twenty-two pages are de- 
voted to Cybernetics, while the article on 
dogs is only seven pages long. There is 
nothing about trees or the identification 
of trees and leaves. There are articles 
about Rome, Greece, and the Renaissance, 
but there is very little United States his- 
tory. There is an article entitled The New 
World, a section containing a picture and 
a paragraph about each President, and 
brief references to United States history 
in articles throughout the set. However, 
there is no separate article on United 
States history, nor at any point in the In- 
dex are all these scattered references 
brought together under one heading. 

The title of the set promised pictures, 
and the publishers live up to this promise. 
There is hardly a page without a picture 
of some sort. Color pictures predominate, 
and some of the photographs, for example 
those on Vermont, New Hampshire, and 
Massachusetts in the articles on the New 
England states, are very attractive. How- 
ever, too many of the color illustrations 
are inferior in quality, as, for example, 
those in the article on the Seven Wonders 
of the World. 

The text throughout the set is written 
in an informal narrative style but is often 
interrupted for two or three pages by full- 
page illustrations. Under the headings 
These United States and The World’s Work 
there are more articles over 30 pages in 
length than in any other interest areas. 
However, the profusion of pictures still 
permits little text even in these longer 
articles. To cite a few other examples:

and with long captions under many of the 
illustrations. Great Ideas of Western Man 
is 7 pages long but has only 2 pages of 
actual text. 

The sections devoted to literature are 
entitled Rhymes and Tales and The 
World’s Great Books. The former includes 
fairy tales, myths, and poetry, while the 
latter has such titles as The Three Muske- 
teers, Treasure Island, and Alice’s Adven- 
tures in Wonderland. All are so poorly 
presented that little, if any, interest is 
created in them as possibilities for further 
reading, which is the editors’ purpose for 
including them. There are only nine 
poems from A Child’s Garden of Verses, 
each surrounded by a mass of outdated il- 
lustration. In another volume, 15 Greek 
myths are retold, but they are so con- 
densed as to be reduced to a single page, 
and each is accompanied by an unattrac- 
tive illustration. Most of the books used 
in The World’s Great Books are presented

The John Tenniel 
illustrations are used for Alice’s Adven- 
tures in Wonderland and are well repro- * 
duced. Others, such as The Adventures of 
Huckleberry Finn and Treasure Island, 
have a very brief summary of the plot 
accompanied by some unattractive illus- 
trations. However, one complete story, 
“King Stork,” is used from Howard Pyle’s 
The Wonder Clock. 

The Index, found in the second half of 
volume 14, is a combination of alphabeti- 
cal and topical arrangement, with no ex- 
planation as to its use. By means of three 
sizes of print and three strengths of type 
as well as three indentions, distinction 
is made between the large important top- 
ics with their subheadings and the less 
important topics listed singly. For ex- 
ample, Pacific States stands out in large 
boldface type, while each individual state 
in that group is listed under this heading 
in smaller, lighter type and the state’s 
subdivisions are indented and listed in 
alphabetical order in still lighter lower- 
case type. There is a see reference from 
each of these states in its alphabetical 
place to the larger topic Pacific States. 
The subjects listed in the Index are often 
long and involved with many inversions,

of all these subjects in the article Astron- 
omy. However, listed in its alphabetical 
place as a subheading under astronomy is 
the topic high and low speed planets. 

The volumes are of moderate size, light 
in weight, and easy to handle. The paper 
is of fair quality and the print is easy to 
read. The books are smyth sewed, but the 
binding is not very durable. 

Although “encyclopedia” appears in the 
subtitle of this set, and although in the 
first chapter of volume 1 there are several 
references to the set as an encyclopedia, 
Pictured Knowledge is not a reference 
work, but a collection of pictures, arranged 
by topics and interspersed with a brief 
text. 

Because the material in Pictured Knowl- 
edge is uneven in quality and range of 
subject, because the material is poorly ar- 
ranged and the text is so brief, because 
many of the illustrations are poorly re- 
produced, and because the Index is so 
inadequate, it is not recommended for 
home, school, or library.

The author of The challenge of Soviet educa-
